EXAMINER'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALIO WANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to an electrochemical 
fuel cell comprising: a porous metal flow field; an intermediate layer bonded directly to the 
porous metal flow filed; and an electrode bonded directly to the intermediate layer, wherein 
the porous metal flow field is configured to deliver gaseous reactant to the intermediate layer 
by flowing through the pores of the porous metal flow field. 

The prior art, such as Fronk et al., U.S. Patent 6,372,376, teaches an electrically 
conductive fuel cell component comprising first second metal flow fields 58 & 60. The 
reference is silent to porous metal flow fields that are configured to deliver gaseous reactants to 
the intermediate layers by flowing through the pores of the porous metal flow field.
